Man Who Nominated Him For 


First Office Gets Job At 


Chicago Meeting. 


AMBAN^ June_J20.—Governor 
FranKlin D. Roosevelt has turned 
to his political godfather and "old 
friend and neighbor, John E. Mack 
of Poughkeepsie to nominate him 
for the presidency at the Demo- 
cratic national convention in Chi- 
cago next week. 


Mack, a. former Supreme Court 


justice and one of the attorneys in 
the famous James A. Stillman di- 
vorce case, was responsible for 
Roosevelt's first venture into poli- 
tics 22 years ago. 


He nominated Roosevelt, then a 
rising young attorney, for state 
senator at the Democratic state 
convention in 1910. 


Roosevelt was elected to the Sen- 


ate in 1910 and reelected in 1912 
with Mack making 
scores of 


speeches for him m what was nor- 
mally a Republican district. 


In 
1920 Mack 
accompanied 


Roosevelt to the Democratic na- 
tional convention in San Francisco 
from which the latter emerged as 
his party's vice-presidental candi- 
date. 


Roosevelt many times has told 


fnends he never would have been 
elected to his first political office 
or become candidate for vice presi- 
dent had it not been for Mack's in- 
fluence in the party councils 


In a brief statement, formally 


announcing his selection of Mack 
as his nominator, Roosevelt wrote. 


"I am very happy that my old 


friend and neighbor John E. Mack.

Ohio supreme court possesses an 
outstanding record for prompt 
and efficient disposition of litiga- 
tion. 


Chief Justice C. T. Marshall has 


expressed the opinion that no 
other court of last resort in the 
United States presents such a 
record. 


A remarkable feature of 
the 


work of the Buckeye state's high- 
est tribunal was the fact that, as 
a result of its ability to keep 
abreast of its docket, the court, 
since January first, last, has been 
able to hear emergency cases 
without delay. 


Since New Year's 
Day, 
the 


supreme court heard 30 cases 
within 20 days after 
they 
were 


filed, some being heard the day of 
filing. More than half 
of them 


were heard within one week after 
they were filed. Nearly all of 
these cases were decided within a 
week after they were argued and 
submitted to the court.
